| ber move. You will see that there Is 
| little or no response, according to the 
j amount of Iife left in the rubber. Try 
to drive your thumb nail into live 
rubber and the “come back” from the 
substance will be ao strong that your 
nail will scarcely leave a mark. A 
nail pressed Into the surface of a dead 
tire will leave a scar, according to the 
amount of life left In the rubber. 

How do you tell whether or not a 
used tire is made of good rubber? 
was a question recently put to L. Mul- 
lot, of the Alberta Tire company. Mr. 
Mullot has been in the tire repair 
business for fifteen years and has 
considerable experience in that line. 

One very simple and sure method, 
he said, is to wipe the dust from the 
rubber and run the palm of your hand 
over it. If the rubber ts slick and 
shiny it is of good quality, but ff it !s 
rough and granular, you may feel as- 
sured that t is of poor quality. A

Sir Clifford's Latest. 


A movement has been started 
in eastern Canada to organize the

To suppose otherwise 
would be to suppose that Sir Clif- 
ford had overlooked the signs of | 
disaffection among the returned) 
men toward the government, or 
was neglecting means to offset the 
results. To assume that Sir Clif- 
ford overlooks the political sig- 
nificance of a development of that 
sort, or that he neglects means to 
turn the currents into his own 
channel, is a large delusion. 

Divide and conquor is the basic 
maxim of his strategy, and it is 
thoroughly in keeping with it! 
that he should seek to separate the 
returned soldiers from their fel- 
low citizens and to lead them into 
camp with appeals to class feeling 
or class interest. If he cannot or 
does not do that the regime of the 
profiteer is doomed, and no one 
knows it better.

16th, 1768—-died May 6th, 1821 )

sica, where he was born 
town of Ajaccio, had asked the Eng- 
lish to send a governor general to 
their island to rule over them, Had 
the English government not 
this request the history of the world,

refusal of the English to comply with 
thelr appeal the Corsicans turned 
the French, who took them 
their protection. 

On this island, then under Freneh 
rule, Napoleon was born into the poor, 
hongrable Italian family of Bourna 
parte, as the name was then 4pelit 
When he was but eight years old he 
was gent to France and placed in the 
Royal Military Academy of Brienne 
where he remained until he wae fif- 
teen years of age. There he did not 
get on well with either his fellow 
schoolmates or his teachers, who 
found him a quiet, moody boy, none 
too agreeable and very retiring 

In all of his etudies he did well; 
but he was particularly interested In 
jmathematics and history, He never 
tired of working out difficult problems 
or reading the lives of the heroes and 
world’s great conquerors In his ima- 
gination he went through their battles 
with them, helping them to plan each 
campaign and following in detail ail 
of their military manoeuvres.
